LINCOLN—SIXTY YEAR3 AFTER. 
In 
1856, Abraham Lincoln, in a 


speech delivered at Chicago, said: 


"All of UB who did not vote for Mr. 


Buchanan,- taken together, are a ma- 
jority of 400,000. • But in the late con- 
test we were divided between Fre- 
mont and Flllmore. Can we not come 
together for the future? 
Let every 


one who really believes and is re- 
solved that free society is not and 
phall not be a failure, and 'who can 
conscientiously declare that in the 
last contest he has done only what he 
thought best—let every such one have 
charity to believe that every other one 
can say as much. Thus let bygones 
be bygones; let past differences a 
nothing be; and with steady eye on 
the real issue let us relnaugurate the 
Rood old 'central idea' of the repub- 
lic. 
We can do it." 


In 1916, 
sixty years after these 


words were spoken, they should, come 


i to the men of Lincoln's political faith

Net amount due from 


DEFENDS THE RIGHT. 


Prof. S. K. Hornbeck of the univer- 


sity, who lectured before the Women's 
History club of this city on Saturday 
last, has come out in defense of the 
United States' right to trade in the 
munitions of war from the standpoint 
of international law. In a recent lec- 
ture 
before a university audience, 
Prof. Hornbeck said in substance, that 
"The essence of neutrality consists In 
refraining from actions which assist 
directly or indirectly either of the bel- 
ligerents. The United_ States has a 
set of penal laws for its guidance in 
uch cases that have been developed 
through much legislation -and experi- 
: ence in such matters. Since the penal 
laws give the chief executive the pow- 
er to prevent any" act which would vio- 
late the policy of neutrality. President 
Wilson t.as been perfectly justified in 
preventing: the 
use of the' United 


States ports as bases for either of the 
belligerents. 
The question of using 


neutral ports as bases has been the 
cause of the keeping of certain ships 
in the American ports." 
Professor Hornbeck brought out the 


point that, although a government 
may not engage in commercial oper- 
ations with tbo belligerents, still it 
cannot prohibit its citizens from en- 
saglng in commerce with the nations 
at war. This rule of international law 
•was the basis upon which the United 
States ' refused to prohibit the ship- 
ment of munitions of war to the na- 
tions at war. The settlement of the 
Prye case was based on several points 
of international law the validity of 
which has not yet been definitely set- 
Hod.

Charles F. Logan, in Leslie's Week- 


ly. ?ays that four men are now sitting 
upon the lid 
of prosperity in the 


United States. These four men con- 
stitute the majority of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. This raajor- 
iy has the power to make or break 
the railroads of the United States. 
As a desult of the decisions of the 
majority, the railroads are near the 
bi'eaicing point, as one-eighth of all of 
them are in the hands of receivers. 
They are forced to make enormous 
expenditures for operating their lines, 
but the law of supply and demand has 
been nullified with reference to their 
revenues. It is not denied by anyone 
that freight rates are lower .in the 
United States than in Europe, but ev- 
ery effort made recently by the rail- 
roads to fix rates that would be re- 
immeraitve and in 
line with good 
business practice has failed. The re- 
cent western rate case was typical. 
The roads received about one-sixth of 
what they asked and needed, and the 
reason why they failed to obtain jus- j 
tice was because one or two roads, 
in the past, had been mismanaged. 
Two of the commissioners, handing 
down dissenting decisions, inferen- 
tially called attention to 
this fact. 


These two commissioners were. James 
S. Marian and Winthrop More Daniels. 
The balance of the commission, which 
dealt the blow at the already crippled 
railroads, is composed of judson C. 
Clements, Edgar C. Clark, Charles C. 
'•icChord. 
Bulthasar H. Meyer and 


Heury Clay Hall. The only public or 
private experience that Harlan has 
ever had was as 
a lawyer and as 


attorney general in Porto Rico. Dan- 
iels was a professor of political econ- 
omy at Princeton. 
Clements was a 


lawyer 
and 
member of congress. 


Clark, back in 1S73, was a railroad 
conductor and later was an official of 
the Order of Railway Conductors of 
America. McChord was a lawyer and 
member of the Kentucky legislature. 
He represented that state in a num- 
ber ofxrate cases. Meyer was a pro- 
fessor of political economy in the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. Hall was 
a 


lawyer, lecturer on law In the Color- 
ado college, and for a time was gen- 
eral counsel for the Arkansas, Louisi- 
ana and Gulf Railway company.' In 
other wordsfi four lawyers, two pro- 
fessors • and 
one railroad conductor 


are now running the railroads of the 
United States. Not one of them has 
ever been associated with the actual 
management of a railroad.

sive field. For -the most part you 
have to take the suppostitious 
uric 
acid factor or leave it, as you choose 
A' theory or a mere idea fails to 
impress us much unless we can see 
it work. In a fairly general hospital 
and private .practice of, oh, a number 
of years, nothing extraordinary, 
but 
just an average practice, you under- 
stand, about like your family doctor 
has, we have never encountered a case 
which we could, with perfect ease of 
conscience, call gout. 
Plenty of pa- 
tients have proudly introduced them- 
selves as victims of gout—but on an- 
alysis the "gout" would usually prove 
to be a bunion or something common 
and vulgar like that. 
Gout, nevertheless, is a classic dis- 
ease, if our text-books are to- be ac- 
cepted as authoritative. 
It ought to 
be an occasional diagnosis in a hos- 
pital of five hundred beds, one would 
think. But it isn't On the contrary 
a careful review of some three thou- 
sand admissions, including all sorts 
of medical and surgical conditions in 
persons of all ages, fails to disclose 
a single case of gout, plain or fancy. 
Inquiry among our friends engaged 
m the 
thankless 
.philanthropy 
of 
medical practice likewise fails to 
elicit reports of vast numbers 
o£ 
gouty patients. In fact even those col- 
leagues wo number their "cases" by 
the score leave much to be desired. 
Somehow or other we Just can't cross 
the trail of a genuine case of gout at 
the present day. 
As for uric acid and all its alleged 
effects, that is a much more expan- 
There is no 
very 
satisfactory evi- 
dence of a scientific nature to sup- 
port the notion .that uric acid has any 
particular influence upon health in 
itself, although uric acid, is unques- 
:ionablyp reduced in the body from 
protein food (meat and certain vege- 
:ables and celerals), and everybody 
knows that too much protein is not 
•;ood for the health. 
The matter of gout and uric acid 
'poisoning" seems to he historical or 
fictional rather than medical. At any

rate our practical knowledge of these 
Nphantom ailments is, strictly speak- 
ing, nil.

States a million dollars sa year. Col- 
onel Shields made the assertion in 
the course of an address before the 
Chicago Chapter of the D. 0. R. here 
Thursday. 
"Cotton growers." he said, "lose 


$100,000,000 a year by the boll weevil. 
Why? .Because the prairie chickens, 
meadow larks and other birds, which 
%vere formerly there in millions, have 
been swept away by thoughtless, reek- 
less men and boys. 


"Cinch bugs cost 
wheat 
growers 
5100,000,000, he said, and the Hessian 
fly $200,000,000. 
"It takes 24,000 cinch bugs to weigh 
an ounce and nearly 50,000 Hessian 
flies to -weigh the same," continued 
the speaker. "A quail in Ohio had in 
its craw 1,200 chinch bugs. Another 
killed in a Kansas wheat field had 
2,000 Hesssian flies." 


Colonel Shields added that potato 
growers pay $17,000,000 a year for 
Paris green, and remarked that a quail 
in Pennsylvania had 126 potato bugs 
in its craw. He said Mrs. Margaret 
N. Nice of the faculty of the Massa- 
chusetts State University, after long 
study, estimated that a quail destroys 
75,000 bugs and six million weed seeds 
annuallv.

REFORM IN AMERICAN 
PRISON ATTRACTS MUCH 
ATTENTION IN JAPAN 


t»T tseociiTED ratss.] 


Tokio, Nov. 19.— The experiments In 
prison reform conducted by Thomas 
Mott Osborne, warden of Sing Sing 
prison, New York, have attracted it- 
tention in Japan, not only because th« 
Japanese,Sre always keenly Interested 
in the social movements of the west 
but tor the special reason that a sys- 
tem for self-government similar to 
that- which IB being tried .at 
Sing 
Sing was followed in the prisons of 
Toklo as far back as the year 1650. 
It is intimated that if .Warden OB- 
borne's Sing Sing experiments sue- 
c«ed, there Is a possibility that the 
self-government scheme may be in- 
augurated, or rather revived, in Japa- 
nese prisons. 
Keijiro Yamashita, who is chief en- 
gineer In the present department of 
justice, has found that in 3650 the in- 
mates of Tokfo prisons chose their 
own officials for the maintenance of 
order, and a sreat deal of authority 
was. vested In those officials, even the 
power to impose the sentence of death. 
So far as the records show, the Toklo 
system worked out satisfactorily, but 
for some reason it uropped 
out 
vogue. 
Japan 
has 
always 
watched 
course of prison reform In the United 
States, and when a movement was 
started to improve the Japanese pris- 
ons in 1881, commissions -were sent to 
the United Stales, as well as Europe, 
to make a study of prison conditions. 
Owing to the difference iu life and 
customs. Western methods could not. 
b.e wholly introduced into the Japan- 
ese prisons, but. in 1903 a great step 
forward was made by placing all the 
•nrlsons of the Empire directlv under 
the I>epartment of Justice anil by in- 
augurating the separate-cell 
system. 
The rev- men's prison at Tokio, which 
was built by . prisoners last year, Is 
regarded as a model institution. There 
are two classes of cells, one for -old, 
offenders, and one, less prison-like, 
for first offenders. 
The 
"ordinary" 
department has 
plastered walls and plank floors and 
sleeping rooms to accommodate eight 
>o«rsons each room having six electric 
bulbs. 
Mr. Yamashita says: "The 
prisoners are w=.ll provided for in the 
wav of library and bathing facilities, 
and have netting on the windows to 
keep out mosquitoes in summer. There 
is an amphitheatre seating 360, where 
the nrisoners may be gathered for 
moral or religious instruction. There
